in all up-to-date packing houses.

The association will still continue 


to keep the old belt carriers from the 
basement in place, because, as Mr. 
Anderson stated, there are, times in 
the first part of the navel season when 
the navel fruit is very clean, and only 
needs to pass through a light brusher 
to be ready for wrapping. The new 
carrier is put in by the Parker Auto- 
matic Packing Machinery Company, 
and the new box-making machine is 
also made by this firm. The orange 
association at San Dimas is also instal- 
ling one of the automatic dryers. The 
Orange Growers' Association in Co- 
vina will follow the example of the Co- 
vina Citrus Association and will in- 
stall one of these driers before the 
navel season opens.

The; fire did very lit,Ue damage 


When the firemen got the stream on it 
the flame had burned a space beneath 
a work-bench and had crept along the 
floor in a peculiar line, running up the 
side of the wall. It was quickly extin- 
guished. 
Mr. Winder said that the 


damage-would only amount to about 
fifty dollars. 


An interesting feature of the fire 


however, was the fact that the fire- 
men 
smelled 
coal-oil very strongly 


when they entered the building. Mr. 
Winder discovered afterwards that 
coal-oil had been thrown on some coila 
of cloth-covered wire, and that there 
was oil on the floor and under the 
bench. Mr. Winder also stated that 
he had locked the shop in the usual 
manner before leaving it the night pre- 
vious. The back door had been bolt- 
ed in the usual way. and the side door 
had been locked. 
When the firemen 


arrived the back door was standing 
ajar about two feet. 
The side door 


was still locked. Mr. Winder said the 
side door could be opened with a skel 
eton key. The authorities are making 
an investigation. 


No one has been able to get a trace 


of the man who was seen running 
away from the scene of the fire. Ac- 
cording to Homer Wine, he ran toward 
College street, through a gate, and dis- 
appeared in the darkness. 


The building is one belonging to 


Horace Bemis of Los Angeles, who 
was spoken of last week as having 
been summonsed by the city of Co- 
vina to answer to au alleged violation 
of a city ordinance. Bemis, according 
to the city officials, has not complied 
with the demands of the ordinance 
couce.-ning the building and proper 
maintaining of a cess-pool in the rear 
of his property. Constable Saunders 
has been attempting to serve the pro- 
perty-owner with a warrant, but up 
until yesterday afternoon, had not 
been able to locate him. Mr. Bemis 
also owns the building next to the 
one in which the fire occurred, which 
is occupied by Kendall's pool room and 
cigar store.

low foreign fruits to have full sway 
in the markets. The letter is as fol- 
lows: 


"Here Is The Warning. 


"Another earthquake in San Fran- 


cisco like the one they had in 1906 
would not kill or cause one-hundredth 
part as many deaths as what their 
fruit does which they are shipping out 
of the state of California every day. 
It is a well known fact that they have 
been fending large numbers of con- 
sumptives from Los Angeles, Califor- 
nia, 
into large fruit districts of the 


state to pick fruit — buth for the can- 
neries and to ship East — and all you 
people who eat California fruit are 
taking your lives in your hands, for the 
germs of consumptive spittle

been known to live for sixty days, and 
if they can live for a period as long 
as that they can be carried also across 
the continent and be consumed by the 
eaters of California fruit.

giving, "not to let this circular keep- 
you from eating fruit, but to find out 
where the fruit is from before you 
eat it," seems to me to be the explan- 
ation of the whole thing.

Los Angeles can have no privately- 
owned steamship line that will bring 
her in touch with Mexican markets 
unless she organizes and controls such 
lines herself, and It is certain that 
such a line as would be needed to en- 
able Los Angeles to compete with San 
Francisco would not pay for a term of 
years. 


But a steamship line owned and 


controlled by the government, nrovld 
ing excellent service, touching at all 
Pacific coast ports, will put on an 
equality, and enable each city to work 
on Its own commercial destiny. 


This government line will also open 


a most efficient service to and from 
the Atlantic coast, but perhaps its 
greatest benefit will be found in the 
effect it will have upon transcontinent- 
al freight rates. 


January 1 of this year the trans- 


continental railroads announced an in- 
crease in freight rates that, 
it 
has 


been estimated, will cost the people 
of the coast $10,000,000 annually. Un- 
der the outcry raised by shippers and 
commercial interests, 
the railroads 


recently have receded from the ad- 
vanced schedules announced on east- 
bound shipments, bet still effect an in- 
crease upon west-bound. 


With a line of steamers upon the 


Atlantic and another upon the Paci- 
fic, operated In conjunction with the 
Panama railroad and all owned by the 
government, the question of rate reg- 
ulation is solved. The government has 
only to fix the rate it will charge for 
its service, and if the transcontinental 
railroads refuse to fix their rates in 
consonance therewith, then the rail- 
roads will have little or no transcon- 
tinental business. 


The McLachlan bill appropriates $10- 


000,000 for the establishment of this) 
line of steamers. 
In one year alone 


they will save this amount, or more, 
to the people of the Pacific coast, in 
freight rates alone. 


Another benefit that will come to 


the merchants of Los Angeles through 
the establishment of this line of steam- 
ers will be that they will be able to 
deliver commissary supplies and ma- 
terials to the builders of the Panama 
canal, a trade from which they are 
now shut out by reason of the lack 
of transportation. 


Congressman McLachlan deserves 


the warmest commendation of the peo- 
ple of Los Angelea and of the entire 
Pacific coiSt for his efforts in their 
behalf. His bill, published in the Ex- 
press of Tuesday is excellently drawn 
and 'should -receive the -enthusiastic 
support of every man interested in the 
progress, development ond prosperity 
of any section of the Pacific coast. 


It is particularly appropriate and 


most pleasing to the people that the 
Los Angeles representative should 
have the honor and be the first mem- 
ber of Congress to propose a measure 
of such inestimable benefit to Los An- 
geles and the whole Pacific coast.

W. Funk Sees Remarkable Sight In 
Mountains Where Tree Is Grow- 


ing In Solid Rock. 


Returning from a trip through the 


mountains near Tehachepi, made last 
week, S. \V. Funk of Charter Aak, 
says, that there is "more things in 
heaven and earth than are dreamed 
of in our philosophy." 


A big pine tree, a foot in diameter, 


perched on the top of a granite rock, 
splitting the stone in its endeavor to 
get sustenance for the roots, and no- 
where a sign of any humus or decay- 
ed vegetable matter, is considered by 
the Covina soil epert as a remarka- 
ble sight.. 
The tree has thrown out 


its roots and tendrils and clasped the 
-solid rock, and the line root-hairs are 
evidently feeding on the granite. The 
tree is in a healthy condition, with 
the exception that the trunk, near its 
base lias been crowded and deformed 
by the pressure of the rock. In sup- 
port of the remarkable growth of this 
tree are recent investigations of the 
United 
States 
agricultural 
depart- 


ment, which lias successfully raised 
tobacco plants in nothing but powder- 
ed granite and water. 


Mr. Funk's visit was in connection 


with the jim-e companies which he 
represents in this vicinity. He spent 
several days at the Summit 
Lime 


Company 
where the lime kilns are 


located. 
He said that he wanted ro 


see the factory where the lime is be- 
ing slaked and look over .the gi'eat 
stock of wood ashes that the company 
is putting out. Mr. Funk thought that 
his visit would make il^ possible for 
him to talk more intelligently about 
the use of lime and oak wood ashes 
when in touch with the ranchers in 
the Covina valley. 


Another object of his trip was tint 


of taking photographs of three pear 
trees, which are standing in five feet 
of lime. They have been growing in 
this lime for twenty years. Mr. Funk 
says that this is a wonderful sight 
for any person interested in the prop- 
erties of lime as these trees are load- 
ed with fmlt, while other trees, twenty 
feet away, which have had no lime, 
are bare of fruit and in poor physical 


Air. Funk says that this company i.s 


blasting the limestone from a verita- 
ble mountain of this deposit. 
The 


lime is put through a refining pro- 
cess and all extraneous material, such 
as granite, mica and other materials 
in it are extracted. Nothing but the 
purest lime is put on the market. A. 11 
the remainder, which looks to the in- 
experienced eye just like 
the 
pure 


lime, is dumped in the canyons.

has been in this way that the Summi 
Lime Company has been able to build 
up its enormous trade in lime nov 
practically supplying the Pacific coas 
with lime for commercial purpose.'

Every citizen of the Covina valley 


is apprised of the fact that the fight 
for the abatement of the hog farm 
nuisance at Baldwin Park will come 
up for settlement before the county 
board of supervisors on Monday, Aug- 
ust 26, (next Monday). This means 
that every man and woman who be- 
lieves in protecting the health of the 
families in the- Covina valley should 
make it a special mission to attend 
this meeting, and register a protest, 
either through being present, or by 
-penly speaking coi)"iction.i i/orore tne 
assembled members of the Los An- 
aeles city council and the board of 
supervisors. 
The matter is import- 


ant. 
It is vital. 


For nearly three years, the Argus 


has carried on a campaign against 
the maintenance of this horrible men- 
ace on the Covina electric line. Two 
grand juries have returned scathing 
reports that favor the immediate abol- 
ishment of the hog farm. 
Los An- 


geles has been dilatory, and the pro- 
crastination of this great city has been 
so prolonged that the people of the 
county have lost patience. 
Arrayed 


against the city council of Los An- 
seles have been the iioard of super- 
visors, the district attorney's office, the 
members of two grand juries and the 
people of the Covina valley, yet, the 
City council of Los Angeles has found 
it convenient to ignore the terrible 
conditions caused by the garbage-fed 
hogsr and have shown their contempt 
for all these people and a contempt 
for government of the county. 


The Argus urges the people of Bald- 


win Park, Valley View, West Covina, 
Irwlndale and Covina to send delega- 
tions of prominent citizens, men and 
women, to this meeting on Monday 
in the court house at Los Angeles, and 
force the city of Los Angeles to take 
action on the disposal of garbage. The 
district attorney will represent us In 
this fight The Examiner of Thursday 
said: 


Los Angeles city will be forced to 


set a definite date upon which it will 
take care of the garbage problem if 
the city officials expect to secure a 
further suspension of the garbage or- 


dinance prohibiting the dumping or 
feeding of garbage to hogs in Los An- 
geles county. This was the statement 
made yesterday by Chief Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Byron C. Hanna, wl.o is 
handling the garbage matter for the 
supervisors. 


Monday the ultimatum of the county 


to the city will be given through the 
finance committee of the city council, 
which will hold conference with the 
supervisors in regard to the garbage 
question. The meeting is the result 
of an application made by the city for 
a further suspension of the ordinance, 
passed September 5, 1911. 


Yesterday Mr. Hanna outlined the 


position of the county In regard 
to 


the garbage matter. 
He said: 


"The city of Los Angeles has gone 


into many enterprises of Importance, 
but the public health is a matter that 
should be given first consideration. 


"Conditions at the hog farm are a 


blot upon the fair name of Los An- 
geles. 
Now the city has sent an ex- 


pert east to study conditions. There 
is no reason for this—the experience 
of other cities shows the reduction 
plant to be successful. 


"Recently we had a man visit the 


hog ranch. 
Dead hogs 
were 
lying 


about and those alive were being rais- 
ed in conditions unbearably filthy. The 
city has not only wronged the people 
of Covina and Baldwin Park, but the 
residents of the city of Los Angeles 
who are eating this meat. 
We have 


abundant evidence to show it is unfit 
for consumption. This double wrong 
must stop—that will be the ultimatum 
of the county." 


Every man and woman who wishes 


to be present v" en this question Is 
decided on Monday morning, will do 
well to call up the Argus office and 
get further particulars about it. The 
women who are justly worried about 
the cases of infantile paralysis in Los 
Angeles might well remember that the 
first case occurred at Vernon where 
the hog farm used to be, but was abol- 
ished by Los Angeles city, and that 
the filthy condition of the- hog farm at 
Baldwin Park will surely catlse trouble 
sooner or later in this matter of in- 
fectious diseases. 


Among The Glaciers In 


The Alaskan Country 


Era D. Edwards, a teacher in 


the Covina grammar schools, has been 
spending the summer In Alaska. 
A 


letter has been received from her. Its 
atmosphere is that of Icebergs, glaciers 
and the midnight sun. 
This manu- 


script from the frozen country has 
been delayed. She says: 


Before I can realize It, here we are 


almost out of Alaska—all too soon we 
will land in Seattle—and this part of 
the journey will be over. 


July 2 we left, San Pedro on the 


Roanoke. One day in San Francisco, 
two days and nights in Portland, one 
in Seattle, and all the rest of the time 
we have been on the water.. 


Now, of course, we had glorious 


times in spite of seasickness, before 
we started on the Alaskan pilgrimage, 
but with the pictures of all this North- 
land in mind, the rest fades to insig- 
nificance. 


The good ship Jefferson cast off at 


Seattle Wednesday, July 10, about 10 
o'clock at night. A wonderful picture 
the city made with its lights all aglow. 
On board was the usual confusion of 
baggage and stewards, exploration cf 
decks and state rooms, and at last we 
were all settled and off. 


Our first stop, July 13, was at Mat- 


lakatla, an Indian village, where we 
spent an hour or so. The vegetation 
along these coasts is most surprising. 
Luxuriant growth of wild berries, (al- 
most tropical), wild flowers and ferns 
and splendid little vegetable gardens 
everywhere. 
Every little town is built 


up hill and down dale, with little brid- 
ges spanning the inlets and streams 
that fringe the coast. 


We visited many towns and saw the 


salmon canneries, the hideously inter- 
esting old totem poles, the dog-teams, 
but all these are nothing when I think 
of the glaciers. We saw many of these 
wonderful rivers of ice, between snow- 
covered mountains, to the edge of the 
water. 
Most of these end in terminal 


moraines, but the greatest is the Taku 
glacier, a "live one," that is, it is mov- 
ing and breaking off into icebergs, 
which slide oft' into the sea. 


One evening when the sun was still 


at least two hours high, though our 
watches said seven o'clock, we noticed 
a great 
dropping in 
temperature. 


While we were at dinner, we, who ate 
with one eye on the nearest port hole, 
t-aw two biiKc- white pieces of ice float 
past, seemiiiKly so much at home on 
the blue waters (hat w<- had to If n.-- 
inindtrd that they were icebergs 


Taku inlet and the KlueU-r of the

two glaciers here, almost side by side. 
The first one is a "dead" one, and the 
second, the wonderful Taku. The first 
is gray, dingy and obstructed by the 
terminal moraine lying between it and 
the sea; the Taku, bright, glittering, 
with living lights reflecting the greens 
and blues of the earth, water and sky. 
This great wall of ice, extending into 
the sea, is a mile wide. As our good 
ship Jefferson worked carefully into 
the inlet, we could see that its ragged 
surface was high above our topmost 
spars. 
All about us were the ice- 


bergs, which are. occasionally crashing 
into the water, splashing the spray 
high into the air, and waking 
the 


echoes of the white peaks on either 
side. We were so fortunate as to see 
three of these great fragments split 
off with thunderous roar, drop out of 
sight, bob up and down a few times, 
and at last find poise and float off with 
the others. The action of the water 
on that portion under the surface 
causes a peculiar performance. One 
of the biggest bergs we saw readied 


I the over-balancing point just as we 


I came alongside, 
and suddenly turned 


| over a time or two and then came 
serenely the other side up. With the 
water pouring in white cataracts from 
its ragged edges, the startling blues 
and greens of the ice-cake made a 
wonderful picture. 


A few seals swimming about, and 


the omnipresent sea gulls darting in 
and out the crevices in the glacier 


j front, were the only signs of animal 


j life. 


These icebergs, by the way, are not 


j the tremendous giants that float down 
the Arctic current.

We were at no time in any danger of 


| being crashed into, for none of them 


; near us were more than ten or twelve

j The device is made of light manila 
cardboard, creased on a printing press 
for folding, and treated with chemi- 
cals which add greatly to its value. 


Mr. Strang is a practical printer con- 


neted with the Cucamonga Times of- 
fice, while Mr. Jackman is a practi- 
cal fruit man with long experience in 
packing citrus 
fruits. 
A thorough 


knowledge of both trades has been 
utilized in the production of this in- 
vention. 


For years these two things, light 


and air, have been the worry of ill 
lemon men. The radical changes of 
air while working in the cellar or open- 
'ng trap doors for even a short time 
have been the means of sending tons 
of lemons to the dump cart. 
Light 


also has been instrumental in causing 
decay, and these two things are over- 
come entirely with the new device. 
The lemons will remain at practically 
the same temperature during the en- 
tire storage season. 


Several expert lemon men from dif- 


ferent points have examined the new 
device, and unanimously pronounce it 
a success. 
They think that, while in 


time to come it may be improved 'on, 
it is at present the best tiling on the 
market, and that it will go a long way 
toward solving the problem of prac- 
tical lemon storage, at the same time 
increasing the shipping amount to a 
large extent. 


It is claimed to hold an advantage 


over former methods in that it will 
positively 
keep 
"cotton 
rot" 
and 


"brown rot" from spreading. 
The old 


methods are cumbersome and take 
up a great deal of time and labor in 
papering the sides of the boxes with 
newspaper which is thin 
and 
very 


easily ruined by rot of any character. 


While the first cost of this new 


lining is greater than the old method 
of using newspaper, at the same time 
this new device can be washed, since 
it is absolutely waterproof, and with 
ordinary care, should last three to four 
years. It is also treated with a dis- 
enfectant which kills all the germs 
that might be loft from one season to 
another. 


By actual tests It has been found 


that lemons stored in this 
manner 


will not shrink. In other 
words, a 


lemon that will pack "300" In Novem- 
ber will pack "300" the following July. 
The natural shrinkage of fruit tsored 
in this manner is practically nothing. 


It will also save the wooden boes 


to a degree, a great number of which 
are ruined and ready for the waad- 
box after the first season, because of 
the damage done them by rot.

and clear. 
The purpose of 
framing 


th'e charter for the county is to give 
home rule and local government to fit 
the special needs of the district in- 
stead of the long-distance government 
from Sacramento. Under the present 
system, the number and compensation 
of all the county offices is fixed by the 
state legislature, so that in the case 
of special needs arising in any one 
district there is no way to meet them 
before the next session of the legis- 
lature, which may be two years dis- 
tant. Senator Thompson emphasized 
the fact that the charter had nothing 
to do with, consolidation, as is gener- 
ally believed. 


An initiative petition has been filed 


bringing before the people at the No- 
vember election, the question of al- 
lowing cities and towns of more than 
350,000 people to consolidate, provid- 
ing the majority ofall municipalities 
in the district vote in favor of it.

neers of the outfall sewer, a definite

it now runs almost due east from the 
newer farm at Alhambra, joining the 
main line at Kl Monte. 
This change 


was made necessary by reason of 
the extremely irregular canyons ami 
washes along the edge of La Merced 
hills, and the great (Iron which would 


be necessary to cross the San Gabriel 
river. On the new line the slopes are 
very easy except just at El Monte, 
where it will be necessary to run to 
a depth of 2S feet to obtain a proper 
gradient. 
However, since the land 


drops rapidly from this point, the nor- 
mal depth of eight feet can be attain- 
ed in about two miles. 


At the same time, another party of
